The working program set up for 
game birds which are in desperate 
the year included the feeding of 
straits due to the prolonged snow 
cover.

Thomas, Lincoln "was exempt from 
militia and jury duties, was per- 
mitted to send and receive personal 
letters free, and to receive one news- 
paper daily without charge/* ' 

As an example of how Lincoln 
conducted his office Thomas quotes 
from a letter of September 16, 1835 
by a Mathew S. Marsh. Writing to 
his brother Marsh says that "The 
Postmaster is very careless about 
leaving his office open and unlocked 
during the day — half the time I go 
in and get my papers, etc., without 
anyone being there as was the case 
yesterday. The letter was only 
marked twenty-five and even ,lf he 
had been . there and known it was 
double, he would not have charged 
me any more — luckily he is a very 
clever fellow and a particular friend 
of mine. If he is there when I carry 
this to the office — I will get him to 
'Frank' it ... " 

In those days postage was paid by 
.the addressee at the rate of 6c a 
sheet for 30 miles; 10c for 30 to 80 
miles; 124c for 80 to 150 miles; and 
25c for more than 400 miles. There 
were no stamps .That is why Marsh 
took his letter to Lincoln. Lin- 
coln then 'franked' it for him, which 
was a violation of postal regulations 
making him liable to a $10 fine. 
Ten dollars doesn't sound like much 
until you consider the fact that Lin- 
coln probably made only $25 or $30 
a year as Postmaster. 

Lincoln generally manifested in- 
difference to postal regulations, 
neglecting to send receipts and ex- 
pressing astonishment when asked 
to do ao. Supposedly, Lincoln kept 
his receipts in an old blue sock. 

Generally, though, Lincoln gave 
satisfaction as Postmaster. He 
would often walk several miles to 
deliver a tetter of he felt the person 
was anxiously awaiting It. Then 
too, he started to work as a sur- 
veyor (just like George Washing- 
ton). So often when he went out 
to survey a piece of land he would 
carry along and deliver letters In 
the area He generally carried them 
ia his hat 

The position of Postmaster was 
not one which confined Lincoln to 
any particular hours, so he supple- 
mented his income by doing odd 
jobs: splitting rails, tending store 
serving as election clerk, or helping 
at the mill. So there you are. 



Whatls A "Beat"? 



By Jay Nash 

Several persons have asked me In 
the past week exactly what a beat- 
nik or ''beat", actually is, stating 
that they did not know what that 
meant: The - appelative, although 
used in a loose-strung term today, 
can most adequately be applied 
against those who not only follow 
the regulation^ attire of the so- 
called original beats' — sandals, 
coarse, heavy trousers, a sweater a 
beard, unkempt, hair (males) \ and 
complete black garb for the feircale 
— leotards, black skirt and blouse, 
stringy-fashioned hair which pur- 
posely fall over one eye (Garbo, of 
course, did this bit in 1920) and an 
excessive use of mascara about the 
eyes. 

These traits, however, are not 
representative of the authentic or in 
Andre Gldess sense "real" beat. 
The "real" beat Is devoted to physi- 
cal stimuli in the form of dope, al- 
cohol, abnormal sex in order to pro- 
duce the required (but false) feel- 
ing of aesthetlclsm. (This aestheti- 
cism of today is simply a vague re- 
ligion of beauty which goes unde- 
fined through the ranks of modern- 
day artists.) 

Origin of the term, and almost 
the childish cult which followed, la 
traced to a few writers who lived in 
California in the 19S0's. Actually 
this group was made up of no more 
than Jack Kerouac ("On the Road," 
"Maggie Casstdy," "The Subterran- 
eans," etc.), Lawrence Ferllnghettto 
a basement-type publisher who pro- 
duced mass amounts of mimeo- 
graphed pornography before becom- 
ing a commercial success off of the 
movement, and Alan Ginsberg, a so- 
called poet who once penned some- 
thing called "Howell," (a loosely- 
strung prose-poem In the Whltman- 
esque vein which was liberally pep- 
pered with what the state of Cali- 
fornia termed as "obscenities.") for, 
it seems to me, the express pur- 
pose of provoking the authorities to 
take notice of him, even in a court 
of law. 

Life magazine got hold of the 
obscenity suit which the state of 
California had perpetrated against 
Ginsberg and blew It to amazing 
proportions, thereby creating the 
Image of an extremely talentless 
group known as the "beat genera- 
tion" for the American public. 

In an age that demands classifi- 
cation and pigeon-holed definitions 
for every social, economical and 
political set, coterie or group, Life's 
Gertrude Stein-like expose was ex- 
actly made for the general concepts 
of the American public. Finally, 
after prolonged decades of quandary 
about who actually could be con- 
sidered an artist, this country had 
an easily Identifiable group of writ- 
ers that anyone of average percep- 
tion would be able to pick out on 
the street The image of the bo- 
hemian was automatically distilled 
to the beat concepts of Ginsberg 
poetry, Kerouac prose, an almost 
frantic amount of progressive. Jazz, 
mixed with the 'physical 'attire and 
habits already mentioned. 

As. a "poor-picked-on artistic mi- 
nority" the beats had found pre- 
vious defense from other writers 
and artists not mixed with their 
movement but when the commercial 
success of books and records and In- 
terviews flourished about them, 
their defenders, always on the side 
of the minority, diminished' to a few 



die-hards who still expected these 
hyper-beats to say something. 

The! beats picked as < their totemic 
ehieftans such persons who held 
minority support also— in ' order to 
equate their positions: to them. 
Charlie , Parker, . they | hailed as a 
great musician, f. Not, I believe, , be- 
cause they, enjoyed his playing of 
a bleating saxophone, but because 
he took excessive amounts, of dope 
(the results of which killed him) 
and thereby justified their using It. 
Henry Miller, whose i scribbling In- 
anities was also lauded as one of 
their peers, purely because of the 
amount of sex he Inserted into his 
writing, thereby vindicating .their 
use of the same forced material. 
Dylan Thomas was next Being af- 
flicted with an acute case of alco- 
holism, Thomas, who in himself 
was a great poet, was applauded by 
the beats because of his drinking 
and now for exactly what he wrote. 
I would venture to say that most 
of the dedicated beats never read 
Thomas, even though they carried 
pictures of him in their pockets. 
These three, along with similar but 
lesser persons, In their estimation, 
not mine, because the great excusers 
of the movement. They were used 
as propaganda fronts by the beats 
and their Madison Avenue promot- 
ers as forerunners to the movement, 
which, of course, they never were. 

There were many other persons, 
other than Life magazine writers, 
responsible for the group's recogni- 
tion. Malcolm Cowley, a once cred- 
itable literary critic, gave them a 
boost in The Literary Situation and 
has since been trying to live it 
down. Kenneth Rexroth, another 
critic, wrote a few articles on the 
group before he actually knew what 
they represented. (He says). The 
neurotic Norman Mailer, author of 
The Naked and the Dead, promoted 
them. 

Wealthy persons, duped into be- 
lieving that they were supporting a 
worthy . artistic movement finan- 
cially backed some, of their literary 
quarterlies but soon cancelled out 
after seeing that what these writers 
— Corso, Whalen, Ferllnghetti, Ker-

children of the parties immediately 
become wards of the court. If the 
case la disposed of by the entry of 
a decree of separate maintenance 
or divorce, the problem of custody 
remains, because contrary to popu- 
lar belief the children are not auto- 
matically awarded to the victorious 
or Innocent parent. 

The judge's discretion in award- 
ing, custody is very broad, but .the 
decision he must make Is often deli- 
cate and ' difficult. His principal 
concern and guiding test is to serve 
the child's best Interests. 

An agreement as to custody be- 
tween the parents does not bind the 
judge.

Many factors are weighed; by the 
court in determining who shall have 
custody of the children. For exam- 
ple, he considers the moral fitness of 
the parents, their condition of 
health, of wealth, their, ability to 
care for the children, to devote time 
to them; and the age and sex of the 
child.- Very* young children are us- 
ually awarded to the mother, if she 
is a. fit person; '..' 

Wealth is not conclusive, but is a 
factor to be considered in the light 
of the educational and environmen- 
tal benefits that the child may enjoy. 
Visiting Bighta 

Although custody of the child may 
be taken 'from a "parent, his right' to 
visit the child : periodically 'la jeal- 
ously safeguarded. - The law recog- 
nizes that parents have the right to 
visit their children,, and likewise the 
child has a right to become ac- 
quainted with his parents irrespec- 
tive of their character, nature or 
personality. 

So long as the parent's conduct 
during the period of visitation does 
not Impair the child's safety, health, 
morals or general welfare, periodic 
visitls will be permitted. 

Difficult problems confront the 
judge where the parent who has 
been awarded custody of a child 
desires to move his or her home a 
great distance, thus interfering with 
the other parent's visitation rights. 
Custody Orders Temporary 

All custody orders entered in con- 
nection with divorce or separate 
maintenance decrees are temporary, 
and. are subject to being changed by 
the court at any time for any reason 
that has a bearing on the best in- 
terests and general welfare of the 
child. 

At all times the court may hear 
and determine questions relating to 
the child's health, education, sup- 
port, and living conditions. When 
necessary or upon change of cir- 
cumstances, the judge will order 
changes in custody, regulate rights 
of visitation, and enter orders for 
increased support or medical atten- 
tion, 

The law does not seek to super- 
sede the basic right of parents to 
the. custody of their own children 
unless the parents have shown 
themselves to be unfit, or have re- 
solved to live separately, thus re- 
quiring intervention of the courts. 
til
